REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
Kleiman (U.S. Pat. No. 5,959,945) discloses a music distribution to local electronic 
jukeboxes. 

JP2006325156 A, Kuma Isamu et al discloses a remote distribution system with which a 
burden of a distributing operation performed by the lecturer side is relieved when the 
lecture contents are distributed to participants. 

However, neither Kleiman nor Kuma singularly or in combination discloses the recited 
feature: 

As per claims 1,8, 13, 19, and 21 "controlling fees to be paid for said services and/or 
said advertisements in accordance with said information about said earnings and 
expenses thus obtained, judging whether a share of the earnings can be paid paid back, 
initiating aprocess to decide on items applicable to pay back when that pay back is 
judged possible, managing the number of recording devices compatible with said 
contents provided by said content providers to said users, and determining fees to be 
paid for said services and/or said advertisements includes in said contents in 
accordance with the managed number of recording devices".
